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The cornerstone of St. Bernard's Central High School was laid 
in 1926. Today in addition to the main building, there are eight 
portable buildings and a large garage serving as a Home Economics 
laboratory. Today, also, the annual enrollment is limited to about 860 
students. Seventeen parishes are represented at St. Bernard's. 

On the campus are two convents for our sister-teaching faculty, 
the Sisters of the Presentation of the Blessed Virgin Mary. This 
religious order was founded in 1776 by Nano Nagle, who forsaking 
the gay society life of Paris and the brilliant court of Louis XV, 
returned to Ireland and devoted her entire life and fortune to the 
education of the poor, in heroic defiance of penal laws which strictly 
forbade such education and the teaching of the Catholic faith in 
Ireland. 

This religious order spread rapidly throughout Ireland as more and 
more women joined Nano Nagle in her life of self-sacrifice in the 
interests of the poor and for the greater glory of God. The founda- 
tions were made in England, Newfoundland, Australia, India, and the 
United States. The first Presentation Sisters came to Fitchburg in 

1886, where today they staff not only St. Bernard's High but also four 
grammar schools and Regina Coeli College.

Our great patron, St. Bernard, had an extraordinary 
devotion to our Blessed Mother. To him we attribute 
the Salve Regina, the Hail, Holy Queen, that beautiful 
prayer by which we turn to her for help in all our 
afflictions. 

Mary, Help of Christians, must have a special inter- 
est in our own land, for the ship which had such an 
effect on our destiny, bore her name, the ''Santa 
Maria.’ She had sailed from a very Catholic Spain 
which proudly buasted of being our Lady's champion 
and whose sailors every evening sang the Salve Regina. 

Like St. Bernard, who preceded him by four cen- 
turies, Columbus was so devoted to Our Lady, that he 
wove her initials into his signature, and wished to be 
buried in her chapel dedicated to the Immaculate 

Conception, at Conception in Haiti. 

: Twenty years after Columbus, the ship 
of Juart Ponce of Leon continued the 
Santa Maria's furrow to the coast of 
the U.S. It was Palm Sunday and the 
land touched at was called, Florida, a 
land in flower. 

DeAyllon, the first real successor of 

Ponce de Leon, on one of his expedi- 
tions, came to what is now Chesapeake 
Bay and gave it the name of the Bay 
of the Mother of God. Here the first 
Mass on Virginia's soil was celebrated 
and in the first chapel ever built on 
U.S. territory. 
Later the explorer Coronado, coming to the Rio 
Grande River, gave it the title of Our Lady's River, 
, because it was first seen on Our Lady's birthday, 
| September 8. Vizcaino dedicated his expedition along 
California's coast to Our Lady of Mount Carmel. 
8 Cabrillo's pilot prayed to our Lady of Guadalupe 
when in danger off the coast of Oregon, and was 
convinced that it was God and His Blessed Mother 
who miraculously saved them. De Soto, before leaving 
Cuba made a will that he be buried with his mother 
and that a chapel be built in this church which should 
be dedicated to Our Lady of the Conception. 

To these Spanish explorers all the land really be- 
longed to Our Lady. Even today the names of places 
in our southwest read like a litany of the saints—San 
Francisco, Santa Barbara, San Diego, Santa Maria of 
the Angels (now Los Angeles), etc.

French explorers also carried with them to the New 
World, devotion to the Mother of God. Outstanding is 
Father Marquette who on December 8, the feast of the 
Immaculate Conception, went toward the Great Water. 
As soon as he had floated from the Wisconsin into the 
Mississippi, he began as he said, “‘all together a new 
devotion to the Blessed Virgin Immaculate which we 
practiced daily, addressing to her special prayers to place 
under her protection both our persons and the success of 
our voyage." As Father Marquette continued down the 
river he called it the River of the Immaculate Conception. 

But even before the coming of Marquette, there were 
more than a score of mission outposts in the United 
States, many of them named after Our Lady, as that near 
the mouth of the Penobscot River in Maine in 1648. 

As with the Spanish and French, Our Lady made her 
entry into our land with the English also. When the first 
English came to our shores under the Italian Cabots, 
England proudly looked upon herself as Our Lady's Dower. 
But all this had changed, for now Mary and her shrines 
were outlawed on English soil. 


lt was in 1634 that the Ark and the Dove, the ships of 
Lord Baltimore, arrived in the Spanish-called ''Bay of 
the Mother of God,"' now Chesapeake. On the Feast of 
the Annunciation, March 25, two Jesuit priests celebrated 
the colony's first Mass. The name Maryland recalled Our 
Lady to the Catholic mind, but officially it was named 
in honor of Queen Henrietta Maria. Maryland's first little 
city was called St. Mary's. 

In 1790, our first bishop, John Carroll, was consecrated 
in England in a chapel dedicated to Our Lady, and on 
the Feast of her Assumption. He soon adopted a seal for 
his diocese on which was pictured Our Blessed Mother 
surrounded by stars. Realizing how much he needed the 
help of Mary, to watch over his vast diocese of three 
million square miles, one of the first things that the new 
Bishop did when he returned to the United States was 
to have the Litany of Our Lady recited before the cele- 
bration of High Mass throughout his diocese.

It is claimed that the first Mass in 
Fitchburg was said as early as 1844. 

The first attempt at church build- 
ing was made by Father Gibson of 
Worcester who called the 500 Cath- 
olics of this vicinity together and told 
them that he would-be with them the 
second Sunday of each month. 

With dogged perseverance the 
men set to work to build a structure 
from the lumber given to them by 
the contractor when the shanties 
which had sheltered the railroad 
workers were torn down. 

This was necessary if they were to 
have Mass as religious bigotry was 
so strong they could not hire the 
town hall or any place. 


' 
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In 1848 an attempt was made at church building. But 
as the money gave out, the basement was covered over 


and used as a church and a school. 


The cornerstone of the present church was laid in 1869, 
the men coming evenings after work to dig the founda- 


tion.
